THE PEOPLE’S FISH SUPPLY. 


a 

EXTENT OF STATE PARTICIPATION. 

The recommendation of the Empire’s Resources 
Development Committee, that the Btate should 
participate in the fishing industry, with the 
double purpose of a the supply at popu- 
lar prices of fresh fish, and of earning revenue 
towards the payment of the war debi, has ex- 
cited many ihquiries as to the methods to be 
employed and the degree to which existing in- 
dustries would be affected. 

In answer to these inquiries, the Committee 
states that no detailed arrangements have yet 
been proposed, it being obvious that such a 
step must be preceded by a full exchange of 
views with representatives of the fishing in- 
dustry, that the maximum advantages may be 
secured to the State with the minimum inter- 
ference wilh existing interests and individual 
initiative. A prominent member af the Com- 
mittee informed a Press Association represesta- 
tive that for the present the Committee was 
content to have made out a prima facie case for 
State action by (1) the purchase of wet fish 
from the fishermen under such mutually satis- 
factory conditions as would assure to the 
workers @ continuous living wage; (2) the dis- 
tribution of all fish so bought to all centres of 
consumption; (3) its réwale to retailers. At the 
same time, the Committee would not exclude 
the possibility of the State electing to embark 
to some extent in fishing ions on its own 
account, or to engage in any or all of the mann- 
facturing businesses assomaied with the in 
dustry. 


WHALES AND THE WAR DEBT. 


EXPANDING A VALUABLE INDUSTRY. 

Mr. Alfred Bigland, M.P., has submitted to 
the Empire Resources Development Committee a 
“Memorandum on the Whaling Industry in 
Southern Waters,” suggesting that by the State 
control of this industry might be secured an 
output of valuable fat that, on a reasonable 
estimate, after allowing generous treatment to 
those already engaged in the business, would 
yield revenue at the rate of a million pounds 
a year towards the reduction of the war debt. 

The Antarctic whaling industry is conducted 

ander licence from the Brit#h Government, and 
since the commencement of war the annual 
licences bave been endorsed to the effect that 
whale oil products must be b ht to the 
United Kingdom. There are enga in the in- 
dustry at present fourteen Norwegian and two 
British companies. In 1915 the output waa a 
little over 600,000 barrels, weighing about 100,000 
tons. 
The oil has become immensely valuable since 
the discovery ten years ago of the process known 
as hydrogenation of fais, by which the smell 
and taste of the oil are eliminated, so that the 
finished product becomes hard and white, similar 
in appearance to beef-suet fat. 

State control would be facilitated by the fact 
that no landing stations in the Antarctic waters 
where this industry can be carried on are avail- 
able except in British possessions. Moreover, 
the State has more justification in controlling 
an industry where no vested rights have been 
established in the element production, and it is 
sug d that entirely equitable arrangements 
could be made with the companies now engaged 
in the trade.

REFUSAL TO SELL SUGAR. | 


PROSECUTION AT CARRICK-ON-SHANNON. 

At the Carrick-on@hannon Petty Sessions on 
Friday, James Murray and his assistant were 
rosecuted under the fence of the Realm Act 
Regulations for having refused to sell sugar to 
a man named Bernard McDermott, of Carrick- 
on-Shannon. 

The case for the prosecution was that on the 
3rd April McDermott, who was paying a milk 
pill, asked for a supply of sugar, and the as- 
sistant, Cooney, refused to supply him with it 
unless he also purchased tea. McDermott re- 
fused to do so. 

The defence was that the shopkeeper had not 
instructed his assistant to refuse sugar to any 
person. The sssistant admitted his failure to 
supply the sugar, and pleaded that he did not 
know the regulations governing the sale. 

The magistrates imposed a fine of 3s. and 
costa on the aasistant, Cooney.

WAR OFFICE AND WOOL STOCKS, 


- 


The Secretary of the War Office forwards the 
following for publication :— 

The Central Wool Advisory Committees met 
on April 19th, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
H: W. Forster, M.P., Finanaial Secre to 
the War Office, and considered the report of a 
Sub-Committee appointed to review whole 
wool position. After discussion, the Com- 
mittee unanimously made the following recom- 
mendations :— 

The present wool position and the heary 
military needs make it necessary that steps 
should at once be taken to accumulate in this 
country a considerable reserve ef wool. In 
order to achieve this object, and to maintam 
the. export trade eo far as possible, drastic 
curtailment of production for home consump- 
tion is essential. Manufacturers and epinners 
should be rationed in wool and tops b 
of the priority echeme already worked out in 
consultation with the War Office and the 
Board of Trade by the Committee of Manu- 
facturers and Merchants appointed by the 
Army Council. 

If its appeared that manufacturers, mer- 
chante, retailers, or other traders attempted 
to exploit the curtailment of supplies for home 
consumption by increasing the prices of 
materials in etock, drastic steps should be at 
onco taken by the Government to deal with 
the situation. 
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GOVERNMENT AND FLAX, HEMP, 
AND JUTE GOODS, 


In pursuance of the powers conferred upon 
them by the Defence of the Realm Regulations, 
the Admiralty and the Army Oouncil require 
that until farther notice in all factorie® and 
workshops, the business carried on in which 
consists wholly or partly in the manufacture of 
flax, hemp, or jute goods, work shall be done 
in accordance with the following directions, 
that is to say:—<a) Priority over all other 
work shall be given to any work which is either 
directly or indirectly required for the purpose 
of any Government order or contract; (b) any 
directions that may be given for the purposes 
of this Order by the Director of Navy Con- 
tracts as to work for naval purposes or hy the 
Director of Army Contracts as to any other 
work whatsoever, shall be strictly complied with 
by the owners or oceupiers of the said factories 
or workshops. Any person failing to comply 
with the provisions of the Order or with any 
requirements or directions made thereunder, 
will render himself liable for prosecution as 
for an offence against the said Regulations.

Germany and lreland. 


A few Irishmen believe, or pretend to 
believe, that Germany is not at war with 
Ireland, and many thousands of young 
Irishmen behave as if this pitiful fiction 
were the truth. Germany has no illusions on 
the subject. Just a year ago the leaders of 
the Irish Rebellion proclaiméd their reli- 
ance on the support of “ gallant allies in 
Europe.” We put before our readers to- 
day the story of gallant Germany’s latest 
stroke for the happiness of Irishmen and 
Irishwomen. A few days ago an Irish mer- 
chant ship was engaged on her lawful occa- 
sions in British waters. Her crew—J32 in 
all—were natives of the Province of 
Munster. She was sunk by a German 
submarine, and 28 of these 32 men 
perished, The German submarines have 
shown themselves remarkably well in- 
formed about the character and desti- 
nation: of British ships. We may 
assume that this particular submarine was 
well aware that this ship was Irish, was 
going to Ireland, and carried an Irish 
crew. We may assume with equal confi- 
dence that she was sunk without warning, 
for it is very unlikely that German sub- 
marines show greater- humanity to mer- 
chant ships than they show to hospital 


i - 


their husbands and fathers, and are now 
destitute. Their despair and destitution 


are Germany's gift to the Irish people. We 
hope that those Irishmen who still look 


to Germany as Ireland’s friend and well- 


wisher will like the story. To all Irish-) 


men who have half an ounce of brains in 
their heads it should furnish the final 


proof that this war is, indeed, Ireland s 


war—that Germany is as much the merci- 
less and implacable enemy of Ireland as 
she is of England and France. 

We have other examples to-day of the 
work of the mad dog of Europe. Just as, 


in all modern warfare, the most sacred 


thing on land has been a Hed Cross 
waggon, so the most sacred thing on the 
seas has been a hospital ship. The Turks 
respected both in Gallipoli, but Prussian 
kultur soars above this Oriental con- 
servatism. Two British hospital ships, 
plainly branded as such, were sunk 
in March. © The - Admiralty announces 
to-day that two other hospital ships, 
the Donegal and the Lanfranc, were 
sunk on the evening of the 17th April. 
There was a sad loss of stricken and help- 
less life, but Germany’s only sorrow will 
be that it was not larger. Twenty-nine 
wounded passengers and twelve members 
of the crew of the Donegal were lost. The 
Lanfranc carried a big party of wounded 
men, including 167 wounded German 
prisoners, but, as a result of what must 
have been the wonderful heroism and cool- 
ness of the patrol boats which hurried to 
kelp her, the loss of life was com- 
paratively small, It will be noted at once 
that inthe difficult and perilous work of 
rescue no discrimination was shown 
against the German prisoners. Every 
Briton on the Lanfranc and on the patrol 
boats knew that Germany had struck the 
blow, but the German prisoners were not 
left to their fate. Two wounded British 
officers and eleven men are missing, as 
against two wounded German officers and 
thirteen men. It was a noble, though 
perhaps a Quixotic, act of retribution. In 
future none of our hospital ships will be 
distinguished as such, because our 
Admiralty has discovered that defiance of 
the worst hazards of warfare is safer than 
trust in Germany’s respect for inter- 
national compacts. It has given fair notice 
that henceforward every hospital ship is 


| likely to carry a batch of wounded German 


prisoners. We can have no hope that this 
warning will stay Germany's impious 
hand. The country that desecrates its 
own dead soldiers must be expected to be 
utterly regardless of its living soldiers in 
British power. It will be seen that Ger- 


| many is beginning to realise the profound 


horror with which the world has learned 
about her Corpse Utilisation Factory. She 
has now published a denial, but it is 
wholly unconvincing. The gruesome de- 
tails were published in her own news- 


| papers, and have been confirmed amply by 


the statements of German prisoners. 

It will be a dreadful thing if the cry of 
fifty Irish children orphaned by Germany, 
and the abominable outrage on two hospi- 
tal ships which probably carried some 
wounded Irishmen, do not appeal to the 
young manhood of Ireland. Those widows 
and orphans call to-day for vengeance to 
every one of our 250,000 men of military 
age. lf the mén themselves will not hear, 
surely their mothers and sisters will 
compel them to hear? In former days every 
lad in Ireland would have sprung wrath- 
fully to arms in causes that appealed far 
less vehemently than this cause appeals to 
the chivalry and tenderness of the Irish 
heart. To one class, at any rate, we look 
with much confidence for a prompt answer 
to the special call that now comes to it 
for service in Ireland’s war. The campaign 
against hospital ships demands a huge 
addition to the number-of our hospitals in 
France, and the War Office has issued an 
imperious summons to the medical men of 
Great Britain. Every doctor of military 
age is called-up for duty; the older men 
are urged to come forward as substitutes 
or in any other medical capacity in which 
they can be usefully employed. We have 
no compulsion in Ireland; therefore, no 
doctor of military age in this country can 
be forced to take service in France. In 
fact, of course, the profession in Ireland 
has responded nobly to the call of duty: 
all loyal Lrishmen are proud of what it is 
doing and has done, Thefe remain, how- 
ever, a certain number who have not volun- 
teered, and could volunteer—especially if 
help in home work were forthcoming from 
their seniors who have passed the military 
age. We think that we may trust the 
trish medical organisations to make such 
arrangements and to furnish such a 
stimulus as will provide the fullest pos- 
sible response from Ireland to the Earl 
of Derby's appeal. One thing we shall 
take for granted. It will not again be 
necessary for the Local Government Board 
to remind public bodies that this is no 
time for the election of young doctors -to 
comfortable appointments at home. 


Channel Raids. 

On Friday night two British destroyers 
of the Dover patrol met five German de 
stroyers which had attempted, with poor 
result, a raid on Dover. In five minutes 
these two vessels engaged and sank two— 
possibly three—of the enemy. We had 
some casualties, but these were slight in 
comparison with the results obtained. 
Our vessels were handled with  re- 
markable gallantry and dash. The Vice- 
Admiral m command of the Dover patrol 
testifies that the tactics pursued on this 
occasion were a very fine example of de- 
stroyer work. With our knowledge of the 
quality of the officers and men of the 
British Navy, we can be sure that the 
work which receives this high praise in an 
Official statement was creditable in .the 
fullest degree. On this octasion it had 
results which could be annonnced and 
accepted as an unqualified success. Such 
results must hearten the men of this busy 
branch of the silent Service. At the same 
time the public does not forget that by 
day and night these men, to whose credit 
there stands but seldom an event which 
can be reported in terms that reflect 
their ardour and skill, keep a hazardous 
vigil round our coasts. Of the greater 
part of their work nothing can be said 
during the war, and the discouvaging thing 
for them is that the news which can be 
made public puts them often in a bad 
light. We have an instance of this 
fact in the series of raids which 
have beon made by German destroyers 
from Zeebrugge. From time to time 
these forces have dashed across . the 
narrow strip of sea between the Belgian 
and English coasts, fired a few rounds at 
some small unfortified place in Kent. or 
Suffolk, caught, perhaps, an occasional 
fishing boat or small patrol boat, and 
hurried back to their base. _ These expedi- 
tions have no effect of military importance.

Potato-Spraying. 


The Department: of Agriculture has 
issued a notice which ought to have the 
immediate-attention of Irish farmers. The 
extent of Irish requirements of spraying 
materials and of binder twine must be 
stated to the wholesale merchants and 
The available sup- 
plies are about to be allocated, and, if the 
quantities that will be required by Irish 
farmers are not fully made known at once, 
the proportion reserved for Ireland may be 
insufficient. Other markets are clamant for 
supplies of spraying materials, and they 
will not be reserved for a chance’ demand 
from this country. As to binder twine, 
it is not being made beyond the extent 
of known demands. In the case of spray- 
ing materials farmers must order, pay, 
and take delivery now. The Secre- 
tary for Scotland announced to Scottish 
farmers more than a week ago that 
ample supplies of all requisite materials 


had been secured for Scotland. We can-. 


not afford to be left behind. This year, 
above all other years, the potato crop must 
be safeguarded and improved by every 
possible means. Even if the season i good, 
and no anxiety occurs as to the safety of 
the crop, spraying will, nevertheless, not be 
superfluous. It is estimated that the 
practice of spraying increases the yield of 
the crop by at least two tons per acre— 
frequently, by more than two tons. The 
value of two tons of potatoes at the lowest 
of the guaranteed rates fixed for the 1917 
crop would be £11 10s. The spraying of 
an acre (in two applications) can be 
carried out at a cost of 30s. or 35s. Farmers 
must not risk their chance of supplies by 
neglect to act at once. :

Mr. Garvin, who has throughout the 
controv taken the line that nothing 
like complete and indefinite partition can 
be tolerated, now addresses himself to the 
Nationalists. ‘Let them not haggle with 
Ulster Unionists nor try to make too strait 
a bargain with them in a way that would 
embitter and humiliate. Let the Nation- 
alists yield the six counties in return 
for some real working partnership with 
the rest in juint affairs—the true begin- 
ning of fixed reconciliation and peace. 
It is noticeable that the Editor of the 
Observer specially appeals to Mr. Dillon 
to seize what he calls “this golden 
chance.” 

I cannot help thinking that there is a 
direct connection between the Nationalist 
propaganda and the attacks which have 
recently appeared in the Radical Press 
upon Sir Edward Carson's administration 
at the Admiralty. This is represented as 
being a failure because the submarnie’ cam- 
paign has not yet been got under; but the 
real object, I fancy, is to try to oust 
Sir Edward from the Government in the 
hope that, after his departure, there will 
be less difficulty in securing a one-sided 
scheme of Home Rule. 

The idea that the temporary success of 
the submarines is due to anything that the 
First Lord has done or left undone is 
absolutely ridiculous. In this matter he 
is, of course, absolutely dependent upon 
his professional advisers, and, if there 
were any justification for the attacks, the 
person whose disappearance ought to be 
asked for is Admiral Sir John Jellicoe. 
But, needless to say, there 1s no justifica- 
tion for them. The difficulty of hunting 
down the modern high-powered submarines 
is immense, and no infallible method of 
success has been, or is likely to be, dis- 
covered. But I believe the Navy and its 
auxiliaries are taking a steady and in- 
creasing toll of the marauders. A state- 
ment of the number that were unquestion- 
ably captured or destroyed in February 
and March would robably go far to re- 
store public confidence, and might, I 
think, be now made without helping the 
enemy. 

The suggestion is made that the German 
destroyers which attacked Dover on Friday 
night hoped to intercept the steamer con- 
veying Mr. Lloyd George across the 
Channel on his return from the.Confinent. 
If so, they paid dearly for their enterprise, 
losing two out of their five vessels, and 
adding more than a hundred to the big 
bag of naval prisoners now in this country. 
The exploit reflects immense credit on the 
Dover patrol], and disposes of the criticisms 
that hasty critics have levelled at it in 
the past. 

Whoever suggested the selection of Mr: 
Balfour as Envoy-Extraordinary to the 
United States—-I wonder if it was the 
American Ambassador himself—was hap- 
pily inspired. Our cousins will rightly 
take it as a great compliment to them- 
selves that we should send them one of our 
elder statesmen who has himself filled the 
office of Prime Minister. Mr. Balfour has 
added to his many claims upon the grati- 
tude of his countrymen by the readiness 
with which he accepted the mission. Apart 
from submarine dangers, an Atlantic 
voyage at this time of year is no joke to a 
man who is nearing his seventieth year, 
and is a notoriously bad sailor. Never- 
theless, he hailed the project with delight. 

Mr. Balfour's first. utterances in the 
United States seem to have been as tactful! 
as we should expect from him. His tribute 


| to the generous efforts which the American 


people have made throughout. the war to 
mitigate the sufferings of its victims in 
the Allied countries was especially happy. 
Few people outside official circles have 
any idea of the magnitude of these efforts. 
Some idea of them can, however, be gained 
from a little book called “ Getting 
Together,” by “Ian Hay,” who has for 
some time past been lecturing in the 
United States, and, in this book, makes 
many shrewd suggestions for the attain- 
ment of a better understanding between 
the British and American peoples. 

_ With the entry of the United States 
into the war we may reasonably expect a 
little hustling, if only to keep up the idea 
that we are so slow. Few people, how- 
ever, will object to a hustle of any kind 
that will help to win the war, and the 
idea of the Americans is that the blockade 
established by the Allies shall be a com- 
plete one. Germany is not to have a 
scrap of food from outside, and adjoining 
neutral countries are to be most carefully 
rationed on a pre-war basis. This opinion 
is to be put before our Government very 
soon, and it is likely that it will be 
vigorously pressed. i 

If anybody is still inclined to doubt the 
necessity of the food regulations he should 
be convinced by an Army order just issued, 
which states that, until further orders, 
the ration of bread issuable on “ ordi- 
nary, “ chicken,” and “beef tea” dicts 
to patients in military hospitals shall be 
1402. instead of 160z, When even our sick 
and wounded have to go short, it is not 
for the rest of us to grumbla 

Most of the big afternoon tea centres 
look with horror, generally tempered with 
gear on the new cake regulations.

I am glad to hear 
accounts of the latest model, a Ó, is 
which, both in speed and armament, is 
said to exceed anything that the Germans 
have yet produced.

The week-end despatches from Sir Douglas 


Haig report progress on various sectors 
of the British battle front. Perhaps the 
most noteworthy advance is that which is 
being made in the neighbourhood of Le 
Catelet (between Cambrai and St. Quen- 
tin).

The other point of special 
resistance on the part of the enemy—the 

— Éroeup of heights about Moronvillers, in 
Champagne—has also been the scene of 
costly attempts to recever lost ground. 
In particular, the French positions on 
Mont Haut were furiously assautted 
several times withont success. 

In the eleven days from April 9th to 20th 
more than 33,000 prisoners and 330 guns 
were taken by French and British troops 
in the battle area.

ENEMY ADMIT LOSS OF TWO 


VESSELS. 

The Secretary of the Admiralty made the 
following announcement on Saturday evening :— 

The Vice-Admiral, Dover, reports as follows :— 

On the night of the 20th-2tst, five German de- 
stroyers attempted a raid on Dover. The raid 
resulted in their firing a number of rounds into 
a ploughed field a few miles distant from Dover, 

The enemy appears then to have.steered in 
the direction of some of our shipping, possibly 
with the intention of attacking, but was met 
by two vessels of the Dover patrol. in five 
minutes these two vessels engaged and sank at 
least two, and possibly three, out: of the five 
enemy boats, the remainder making off at high 
speed during the short engagement, and escap- 
ing in the darkness. 

Our vessels suffered no material damage, and 
our casualties were exceedingly slight in com- 
parison with the results obtained. 

Our patrol vessels were handled with remark- 
able gallantry and dash, and the tactics pur- 
sued were a very fine example of déstroyer work. 

We were fortunate in being able to save the 
lives of 10 German officers and 95 men from the 
vessels which were sunk. 

Later on Saturday evening, the Admiralty 
announced that the number of lives saved from 
the vessels which were sunk.amounted to ten 
German officers and 108 men.

EXCITEMENT AT DOVER, 


A Dover correspondent says:—Dover was all 
excitement on Saturday, for one of the finest 
achievemenis of the war was carried out by 
the Dover patrol on Friday night and early 
on Saturday morning, when, so far as can be 
ascertained, a German flotalla from

Zeebrugge lost two or three vessels. It was a’ 


lovely sieht, and the inhabitanis, with a know- 
ledge of the past, anticipated that something 
would happen, possibly a visit of ae ins. 
Nothing transpired until just after 12.40 a.m., 
when heavy firing of guns woke the inhabitants 
of Dover, this bei by a shower of 
star shells, which lit up the town.

“There 
nothing could be seen. All was quiet, and 
people had returned to bed, when, at about 
1.50, heavy firing was again heard to ecast- 
wards. Later it transpired that the Dover 
patrol had caught the enemy, and an action 
was taking place. News was ¢ y looked for, 
and m the morning it became known that two 
or three German destroyers had been sunk, 

Of course, various rumours were current, and 
the inhabitants were startled about eleven a.m. 
with the screeching of the Fleet's syrens, ships’ 
bells, and the cheering of the men. Hundreds 
rushed to the front, and about midday the dead 
of both German and British were brought 
ashore, and the covered market place was 
turned into a temporary mortuary.

POLICY OF BARBARISM. 

The Secretary of the Admiralty announces :— 

On the evening of the 17th April the steam- 
ships Donegal and Lanfranc, while transporting 
wounded to British ports, were torpedoed 
without warning. 

Owing to the German practice of sinking 
hospital ships at sight, and to the fact that 
the distinctive marking and lighting of such 
vessels render them more conspicuous targets 
for German submarines, it has become ne 
longer possible to distinguish our hospital 
ships in the customary manner. One of these 
two ships, therefore, though carrying wounded, 
was not in any way outwardly distinguished as 
an hospital ship. The distinctive marking of 
the ether had not yet been removed. Both 
ships were provided with an escort for pro- 


tection. 

The Donegal carried slightly wounded cases, 
all British. Of these, 29 men, as well as 12 of 
the crew, are missing, and presumed drowned. 

The Lanfranc, in addition to 234 wounded 
British officers and men, carried 167 wounded 
German prisoners, a medical personne! of 52, 
and a crew of 123. Of these, the following 
are missing and presumed drowned :— 

Two wounded British officers. 

Eleven wounded British other ranks. 

One R.A.M.C. staff. 

Five crew. 

Two wounded German officers. 

Thirteen wounded German other ranks. 

One hundred and fifty-two wounded German 
prisoners were rescued by British patro! vessels

The British Government, in conmdering fully 
the méasures to be adopted in these circum- 
stances, has had in review the entire facie on 
which the German Government claims to have 
acted.

GERMAN EVIDENCE. 

On 29th January, 1917, the German Govern- 
ment addressed a memorial to the American 
and Spanish Embassies for transmission to the 
British and French Governments. In this it 
was stated that hospital ships of the Allies, 
and of Britain in particular, were employe 
for the purpose of transporting troops 
military supplies. The evidence of a number 
of witnesses, the majority of whom were 
anonymous and the remainder German, was 
cited in support of this outrageous statement. 
The German Government, in conclusion, de- 
clared that no. hospital ship would be 
“tolerated ” im the tract of sea lying between 
lines connécting Flamborough Head and 
‘erschelting on the one side, and Ushant and 
Land’s End on the other. 3 

The substance of thie memorial was embodied 
in an official German wireless message, and 
on the evening of Sist January the Britash 
Foreign Office issued a statement to the effect 
thet, alfhough no communication had been re- 
ceived from the customary channels alleging 
the misuse of British hospital ships, they most 
emphatically denied that such ships had been 
used in any way contrary to The Hague Con- 
vention. [It was pointed out that, under this 
Convention, Germany had an obvious remedy 
in cases of suspicion—the right to visit and to

IRISH SHIP TORPEDOED. 
28 MEN LOST.

49 IRISH ORPHANS. 
(PASSED BY THE CENSOR.) 

An inquest has been heid upon the body of 
John Courtney, seaman, of Cork, a member 
of the crew of an Irish steamship lately sunk 
by a German submarine. 

The crew numbered thirty-two in all, and 
were residerts of the South of Ireland. Four 
only now survive. Of the remaining twenty- 
eight, twentyaix appear to have gone down 
with the ship, and two sank before aid 
arrived. 

The decease] man Courtney and two other 
Cork seamen still surviving (Victor Quelley 
and John O’Keefle) were picked up after the 
explosion which sank the vessel. Quelley and 
O'Keeffe are im hospital. Courtney was 
in extremis when he we taken from 
the water, and died before his rescuers 
reached land. The vessel in question was on 
ita way to an Irish port with a cargo of provi- 
siong and general merchandise. 

Courtney was a man of forty years of age, 
and was the ship's carpenter. The two injured 
men among the surVivers are making progress 
towards recovery. 

Twenty-eight members of the crew lost their 
lives, of whom 19 left widows with 49 children; 
two of the crew were widowers and have left six 
children. The families of the men who were 
drowned were wholly dependent on them, and 
are now left-entirely destitute.
